DISEASE ON WANE 


Feeling greatly encouraged over 


the infantile paralysis situation in 
iLfos Angeles, the health department 
(Wednesday reported only six more 
cases since Friday, making a total 
for the month of seventy-seven 
cases, with five deaths. 


During the early part of the 


month there was a rapid increase 
in the number of new cases, but 
with schools closed the effect of re- 
ducing the grouping of children is 
beginning to be felt, according to 
health authorities. 


Regulation of the grouping of chil- 


dren in theaters and closing of a 
number of Los Angeles pools is be- 
lieved to have assisted in the cam- 
paign to reduce the spreading of the 
disease. 


Since the disease first gained a 


hold there have been 161 cases re- 
ported and eleven deaths. 


Six new cases were reported in the 


county health department territory 
for Saturday and Sunday, making a 
total of 49 since the 1st inst. in the 
same territory.

Wherever horses are still used the 
owner considered it the better policy 
to quit in the middle of the day for 
several hours. 


Because this is an orchard terri- 


tory, the weather is always trans- 
lated into terms of its value or lack 
of it to the citrus industry. Many 
orchardists pointed out that the heat 
wave was killing more scale than 
the process of spraying would have 
done. Heat very seldom brings any- 
thing but good to an orange orchard. 
When the temperatures are so high 
as to scorch the tender growth, as 
has happened, it has a decidedly 
damaging effect, but this only comes, 
if it does, in September, when the 
heat is coming in from the Mojave 
desert, and is accompanied by an 
atmosphere which is highly electriz- 
ed. 


ABNORMAL HUMIDITY 


The heat of the past few days has 


been accompanied by humidity far 
above normal, and this kind of heat 
is considered to be highly beneficial 
to anything that is growing in the 
soil. A drawback, of course, is the 
rapid evaporation of water from the 
soil, calling for as frequent irriga- 
tions as are possible. Covina city 
park, which has come to be a 
breathing-place 
and 
recreational 


center for the surrounding valley, 
was deserted most of the hours of 
the day on Monday and Tuesday, for 
the reason that it was altogether too 
hot for people to gain comfort. 


The only place that could be call-

In 
the evenings, however, the parks 
were well filled, and there were big 
crowds at the games of night base- 
ball and at the miniature golf links.

Traffic Law 


Southern California police author- 


ities are now strictly enforcing the 
provisions of the vehicle act which 
requires every person to stop, give 
his name and render assistance in 
case of accident. According to the 
legal department of the National 
automobile club this provision, a 
1929 
amendment, has sharp teeth 


for its enforcement. 


Failure to stop when a person has 


been injured in the accident sub- 
jects the offender to punishment for 
a felony and the party might be im- 
prisoned for a period of five years. 
If only property has been damaged 
he might be committed to the county 
jail for one year. 


This new law further provides that 


the drivers of the vehicles involved 
must allow the other party to see 
their operator's or chauffeur's li- 
censes and assist in obtaining medi- 
cal attention for any persons injur- 
ed. This also might involve a pen- 
alty of one year jail sentence.

Trend Upward 


for Five Years 


in County Tax 


The trend of the cost of county 


government in Los Angeles county 
during the past five years is indi- 
cated by the increase of 25.4 cents 
in inside and 11.4 cents hi outside 
county tax rates during this period. 


The tax rate for the fiscal year 


1924 was $1.12 per $100 of assessed 
valution inside and $1.46 per $100 
of assessed valuation outside of the 
incorporated areas of the county. 
The 1929 inside county tax rate was 
$1.374, while the outside rate was 
$1.574. 


The county tax rate for 1929 was 


applied upon an assessed valuation 
of 50 per cent of the actual value of 
properties in the county, while the 
1924 rate was applied upon an as- 
sessed valuation of 37 per cent of 
actual value for outside properties, 
57 per cent for inside real estate, 
and 45 per cent for inside improve- 
ments. 


During this five-year period the 


assessed valuation of Los Angeles 
county increased from $2,375,150,555 
in 1924 to $3,296,558,010 in 1929. Nine 
California counties showed decreas- 
es in assessed valuation during this 
period. They were Butte, Fresno, 
Mendocino, Napa, Nevada, Plurnas, 
Shasta, Trinity, and Tuolumne.

By way af var- 
iety it is worth trying, especially 
when the dressing is to be used with 
a fish salad. A.few drops of lemon 
juice add much even when vinegar 
is used and prepared mayonnaise is 
often improved by the addition of 
a little fresh juice just before using. 


There are many excellent lemon 


desserts. Just run thru your favor<- 
ite cook book looking for them. 
Lemon jelly, lemon pie, lemon filling 
for cakes, lemon corn starch pud- 
ding, lemon egg pudding, lemon rice 
pudding, lemon tapioca, lemon pud- 
ding sauce, lemon ice, lemon ice 
cream, lemon tarts and lemon cook- 
ies will appear to you as more or 
less familiar desserts. 


You will find, too, that a large 


number of fruit desserts are improv- 
ed by the addition of a little lemon. 
Prune and fig desserts are among 
them and toward the end of the sea- 
son apples are very- much improved 
if cooked with a little lemon. When 
you bake bananas, lempn juice pre- 
vents them from tastrng insipid. Al- 
most all made fish dishes call for 
. lemons and, broiled fish needs a gar- 
nish of lemon quarters. Sweetbreads 
and very often veal dishes are im- 
proved with lemon juice.

Living in the White Spot— 


At any time, in the Covina city and valley, one can hear 


expressions of dissatisfaction as to business conditions. 
Even when good times are universal thruout the country, 
which is not the case now, ^ one can always find some dis- 
satisfaction. 


But it should be pointed out that this valley is peculiar- 


ly well situated as to business conditions with the rest of 
the country, and even in comparison with immediately ad- 
joining territory in and around the city of Los Angeles. 
We have a crop here that is bringing excellent prices, and 
we have a crop on the trees for next year that is, from 
every standpoint, very satisfactory. 


Eastern agents for fruit companies declare that the'cit- 


rus area of California is almost the one big white spot of 
the United States. The banks in our own area are leading 
all other areas in satisfactory banking conditions. 


Merchandising is going thru a period of sharp read- 


justment everywhere, including Covina. As long as this 
readjustment is in progress there will be some uncertainty. 
But, so far as the citrus industry is concerned, there^-never 
was a time, even directly after the war, when the condi- 
tions were better. 


This citrus valley is just about the best place in which 


to live to be found anywhere in the state, and it is-going 
to be better, not only in the business of growing fruit, 
but in merchandising. We should keep some of these facts 
in mind when talking about conditions. Pessimism is de- 
pressing, especially when it is not warranted. 


A Word to the Wise— 


Altho many may not think so, there is a great deal at 


stake in the primary election of August 26. Every man 
and woman eligible to vote should be sure that the proper 
registration is made before July 26, or thirty days before 
the election. 


The fact that more than half of the eligible voters have 


remained away from the polls in the last several years is 
a sign that the country is fairly well governed, and that 
the people as a whole are not greatly concerned over the 
manner in which the government is operated. Those who 
contend that the country is in danger because of a small 
percentage vote are taking the wrong angle. A vast num- 
ber of voters keep their votes in reserve, not voting when 
their interest is hot "aroused. The francKiseTs 'something' 
that can be exercised at any time, providing the proper 
registration has been made, and it' probably signifies a 
general atisfaction with conditions when the maximum 
vote is small. A crisis, or a real and stirring issue, always 
brings out a real and decisive vote. 


Candidates will tell you, of course, that the particular 


election in which they are candidates is of tremendous 
importance, and this may be true. But the percentage of 
vote cast since the Roosevelt administration has been 
gradually dropping, and the probable reason is that no 
issue of transcendant importance has been brot forward. 


In our own state, however, we have an issue this year, 


disguise it as much as we may. The wet and dry fight is 
on. Some metropolitan areas will poll a huge vote in favor 
of wet or moist candidates. The back country is over- 
whelmingly dry in sentiment. 


If those who have made the long fight for prohibition 


are to continue successful, the country districts must regis- 
ter and vote as near full strength as possible. A vote means 
something this year. The deciding of this issue this year 
will have its effect for many years to come. If you have 
neglected to register, you must do so before July 26, else 
this state may not be governed for the next four years in 
the manner that suits your convictions. 


Taxing the Billboards— 


The billboard along the highways of America have be- 


come a public nuisance. They are at their best an imper- 
tinent attempt to force advertising upon people during 
their hours of recreation. At their worst they are blots 
upon the landscape. One of the greatest blessings which 
the motor car has brot to the people who live in towns is 
that it provides a swift and easy way to get out into the 
country, to see the beautiful things which nature has to 
show us. But when, instead of beauty the motorist sees on 
every hand huge structures advertising somebody's soap 
or cigarettes, frequently blocking the best and most beau- 
tiful views, half of the benefit of country motoring is lost. 


It is not enough to denounce the advertisers who use 


the billboards. They would not continue to use them, 
doubtless, unless they found that it paid them to do so, 
tho it is a very serious question whether the same amount 
of money spent in newspaper advertising would not bring 
larger results. The advertisers pay for the use of bill- 
boards, but they do not pay enough or to the right people. 


It is not enough to pay the owner of the land on which 


a billboard is erected, a more or less nominal rent for the 
space occupied. There are others besides the land owners 
concerned. The privilege of arresting the attention of 
everybody who goes along the road is in the nature of a 
public franchise, and should be recognized and taxed as 
such. 


In France that is exactly the way in which the bill- 


board evil is kept down to' reasonable limits. The French 
government has adopted a sliding scale of taxes. It begins 
with $24 a year per square meter for the smaller boards, 
up to six square meters. That figures out about $2.25 a 
square foot, or around $400 a year for a billboard of the 
standard "24-sheet" size. But the larger sized boards in 
France pay at a higher rate, up to $100 a square meter, or 
about $10 a square foot, for the largest. Some of the bill- 
boards on the main roads leading out of Paris will have 
to pay $16,000 a year each for the privilege. 


That is a fair and equitable tax. It will keep down the 


number of billboards and those which are permitted will 
contribute toward the maintenance of the highways along 
which they stand. New Jersey has begun in a modest way 
to imitate the French and levy a small tax on billboards.

Annual Report 


on Pest Control 


A comprehensive comparison of 


he relative value of oil sprays and 
umigation and their effect on cit- 
rus production is one of the fea- 
tures of the annual report of the 
exchange pest control bureau, by 
S. S- Woglum, entomologist of the 
California Fruit Growers Exchange. 


This handbook on citrus pest con- 


trol, which has been mailed to all 
exchange members and associations, 
contains a resume of results in in- 
sect control during the past year. 
The different citrus production lo- 
calities of California are discussed 
and methods of controlling are rec- 
ommended for the coming season.

Someone started preach 
ing that fat hens don't lay and th 
idea spread to the- detriment of man 
good hens. 


True, one might feed a lopsi.de

W 
have found the lopsided ration a 
times, but usually thin stock rather 
than fat on account of it.

It is estimated by the pest control 
bureau that these protective opera- 
tions cost the California citrus in- 
dustry in 1929, between four and five 
million dollars.

which to purchase homes and farms 
for veterans under authority of the 
state "home and farm purchase act" 
will be on the ballot in November, 
Commander Frank H. Sherman read 
a communication from Vice-Com- 
mander Charles R. Zug of the 
eighteenth district, urging that a 
committee be appointed and cam- 
paign laid for the passage of this 
measure. 


This is the third time that this 


measure has been placed on the bal- 
lot for approval by the people, it 
was pointed out. It has always pass- 
ed by a tremendous majority, very 
few being opposed to it, as it is 
merely a loan to veterans who were 
inducted or enlisted into the world- 
war from the state of California, 
with which to buy a modest home 
or farm on virtually lifetime pay- 
ments and at a low rate of interest. 
The previous bond issues have all 
been expended, and the money has 
been returned to the revolving state 
fund. The twenty millions dollar 
credit to be asked for in November 
is for the purpose of giving addi- 
tional opportunity to those veterans 
who have been deprived so far of 
the chance because of the exhaustion 
of the fund. A committee to pub- 
licize this measure before the peo- 
ple was appointed by the comman- 
der, consisting of Rev. R. W. Gen- 
try, post chaplain, G. Z. McClelland, 
member of the faculty of the Covina 
high school, and Robert N. Hutchi- 
son, local agricultural 
inspector. 


These men will conduct the cam- 
paign in the Covina city and valley.

MILWAUKEE 


ONCE IT WAS BEER THAT MADE IT FAMOUS- 


TODAY IT BOASTS OF ITS CIVIC PROGRESS 


By Caleb Johnson 


I have just got back from a visit 


to one of the most interesting cities 
in America—Milwaukee. - 


Everybody has heard of Milwau- 


kee, but few know much about it. 
Before prohibition it was famous for 
its beer.'One brewery used to ad- 
vertise "The beer that made Mil- 
waukee famous." Since prohibition 
Milwaukee has had little advertising. 
But it has been plugging along until 
today it is one of the most prosper- 
ous industrial cities in the United 
States, one of the cleanest if not the 
cleanest of all, one of the happiest 
communities to be found anywhere 
in the world, and it is one, at least, 
of the larger cities of America which 
has no municipal scandals, no graft, 
no gang warfare and no unpunished 
criminals. 


Ana that is saying a lot for any 


American city today. 


When you add that it has some of 


the best educational institutions in 
America, one of the best municipal 
museums, one of the finest art gal- 
leries, and one of the largest public 
libraries, it makes Milwaukee sound 
like a good town to visit or to live in. 
And that is what it is. 


Ninety miles from Chicago, or 


about the same distance that Phila- 
delphia is from New York, Milwau- 
kee owes its location on the shore of 
Lake Michigan to its excellent har- 
bor. The name is Indian in origin; 
the foundation stock of its people is 
German. That accounts, probably, 
for the widespread love of music and 
art. 
It accounts, too, in large 


measure for the thrift of the people 
of Milwaukee, and for the passionate 
cleanliness which extends even to 
such little details as the removal by 
the municipality of ashes direct from 
house-holders 
cellars, instead of 


ashcans set out on the street. The 
streets are clean in Milwaukee. The 
houses are clean, front yards and 
back yards. And the residential 
streets, even in the poorest sections, 
are green with shade trees. 


One of the great institutions of 


Milwaukee is Judge George A. 
Shaughnessy. <He presides over the 
municipal court, in which all crimi- 
nal cases are tried. With all the talk 
of "the law's delays" which make the 
administration of justice 
difficult 


elsewhere, lawyers and judges could 
learn a lot by studying Judge 
Shaughnessy's methods, 


It is nothing unusual in Milwaukee 


for a criminal to be arrested at 9 
o'clock in the morning and by 3 in 
the afternoon be on his way to the 
state penitentiary to serve a ten- 
year sentence. When Judge Shaugh- 
nessy was put in' his present job 
there were 900-odd cases of crimi- 
nals awaiting trial. Some had been 
stalling off trial for as long as three 
years. That is one reason why 
criminals escape punishment; pub- 
lic indignation over their crimes 
wanes if trial is long delayed. 


Judge Shaughnessy started to 


clean up the court calendar. At the 
beginning of 1930 there were only 
seven untried cases, and not one of 
those was more than a week old. He 
has tried as many as 20 cases in a 
single day. He opens court at nine. 
If the lawyers are not there, he de- 
cides the cases without them. As a 
result, the lawyers .are always there, 
o1.; time. He sometimes holds court 
from half past eight in the morning 
until 6:30 in the afternoon. 


One result of his speedy justice is 
that crooks give Milwaukee a wide 
berth. Recently three Chicago gun- 


men tried to stage a hold-up one 
night in Milwaukee. They were ar- 
rested before they could get out of 
town, by noon the next day they had 
been sentenced to 30 years in prison, 
and by 3 o'clock they were on their 
way to thejpen. '•'-.^2^a~~ - 


"We don't send them all to 


prison," Judge Shaughnessy told me. 
"I put between 400 to 600 first of- 
fenders on probation every year. 
But no man who is guilty gets ofl 
free if I can help it." 


One of the big, industries of Mil- 


waukee which was put out of busi- 
ness by prohibition has developed a 
new line which is putting the city 
back on the map industrially. The 
head of the largest brewery wonder- 
ed what he was going to do witii his 
enormous plant He had been ex- 
perimenting on his home dairy farm, 
some miles back in the country, witt 
cheese-making. He had produced a 
kind of cheese which everybody who 
tasted thought was the best they hae 
ever seen., 


"Why 
not make cheese?" his 


friends • suggested. 
Milwaukee is 


right on the edge of the greatest 
dairy country in the world. No finer 
dairy herds are to be found any- 
where than hi southern Wisconsin 
and northern Illinois country. So the 
brewer started experimenting with 
the commercial production of a new 
kind of blended cheese. He spenl 
hundreds of thousands of dollars on 
experiments, bringing chemists and 
other experts from Europe and all 
parts of America, inventing mach- 
inery for manufacturing, packing 
and labelling his cheese, planning 
merchandising methods. 
At one 


time he owed his bankers a million 
dollars, spent in preparation for put- 
ting the new cheese on the market

along their entire length.

In marked 
contrast, aften ten days of swelter - 
ng heat, Chicago awakened on 
VIonday morning to find that the 
icat had suddenly retreated before 
a strong wind that came in over

WRITES FROM ORIENT 


COUNTY BUILDS 


HUGE MILEAGE 


OF HIGHWAYS 


While the state of California is 


rushing construction of the great- 
est paved highway system in the 
United States at the rate of 800 
miles a year, the county of Los An- 
geles is by no means lagging behind. 


Last year, according to figures just 


tabulated by state Controller Ray 
L. Riley, the county spent a total of 
$6,938,132 on its highways, bridges, 
etc. 


The money was used both for 


building new highways and main- 
tenance of existing roads. All told, 
the 58 counties of California paid out 
a grand total of $26,264,938 on their 
highways for the year, part of which 
came from automobile registration 
fees and part from the tax on gaso- 
line.

"Last year also marked the first 


apportionments under the new law 
enacted by the 1929 legislature, un- 
der which every county, no matter 
how small, receives at least $20,000 a 
year from the state's gasoline tax," 
Riley explained. "Hitherto the ap- 
portionment has been based ex- 
clusively on the registration of the 
motor vehicles in the county. 


Los Angeles county, with the 


greatest county^-wide paved high- 
way system in California, led the 
state in highway expenditures last 
year, with a total of -$56,559,049. 
San Francisco was next with $5,- 
900,868, and Alameda county third 
with $$1,707,207.

item concerning postal receipts in 
last week's Argus was incorrect, It 
gave the gross receipts for the fiscal 
year as $5884.56.

gating remote corners ' of the big 
liner. But beyond writing cards and 
letters to. those left behind, much of 
thes tune is spent lazing in deck 
chairs watching the wide stretch of 
blue, "blue water. Occasionally a 
solitary bird is seen, more often a 
school of tiny, silvery flying fish or 
the larger porpoises amusing in 
their playful tumbling.

Probably • one- 
third of the passengers are high- 
class Japanese and Chinese, and of 
these the young people and children; 
are most attractive. There are quite 
a number of teachers taking the 
summer's trip and a few for whom 
this is the first leg of a round-the- 
world journey.

Altogether it is very interesting;; 


and the ship's management makes 
every effort to keep it so. Tonight, 
the last before we reach Honolulu, 
we are to have a real Hawaiian din- 
ner and our curiosity is at a high 
pitch. Every afternoon or .evening 
there is a very good movie in the 
salon, with dancing later. Our little 
party has been honored by having- 
both Miss Edwards and Gladys 
Grimmesey on the Fourth of July 
committee, when a grand masked 
ball is planned for the ' evening. 
That will be just after we sail from ' 
Honolulu. 


Mrs. Edwards, easily the eldest 


passenger on the Chichibu Maru, is 
quite a heroine, especially with the 
Chinese, who venerate and- adore 
age. At the beautifully appointed 
luncheon or dinner table she is giv- 
en every attention with her slightest

2200-mile trip to Honolulu^ .is ..so
